consideration.

house reached a 
tentative agreement today to sus­ 
pend the house next Friday and 
begin a series of 
three 
day re­ 
cesses until Oct. 14 when it is 
planned to take up the arm y ap­ 
propriation 
measure. 
Prompt 
passage of the bill by both houses 
seemed assured and it was ex­ 
pected th a t by Oct. 20, congress 
could adjourn for a month over 
the elections. 
In the meantime, 
the senate was expected to pass 
the power bill and both houses 
act on the agricultural measure. 
The woman 
suffrage resolution 
will be before the senate tomor­ 
row' on th e motion of Chairman 
Jones of the woman suffrage com­ 
mittee for reconsideration of the 
53 to 31 vole by which it was lost 
yesterday. 
The motion however, 
probably will not be pressed to a 
vote until after the elections. Al­ 
tho leaders are certain that both

j Files of t \ S. Consulate in Mexi­ 
can City Filled 
With Letters 
Asking About 
American .Men 
Who Have Disappeared Some­ 
where iii Mexico. 
Juarez. Mexico, Aug. 28 
This 
is the port of missing men. Many 
Americans have crossed the shaky 
wooden bridge to this little adobe 
town who have been never seen 
nor heard of again. 
The tiles of 
the United States consulate here 
are tilled with letters from mot li­ 
ers, wives ami o th e r relatives a s k ­ 
ing for inform ation about men 
who have disappeared somewhere 
in Mexico. 
Many were killed lighting with 
the various revolutionary forces 
d urin g the six years* war. 
Others 
were murdered for their money 
on the Calic Diablo— Street of th e 
Devil— or were killed by bandits 
who rove over th e country e n ­ 
forcing the law of the six shooter. 
Still others are living out th eir 
lives in some 
m ountain settle­ 
ment under assu m ed names, often 
with native families. 
Tom Kingsbnrry’s 
name 
was 
the latest addition to the long list 
of those men m is sing in Mexico. 
Kingsberry was foreman for tho 
Palomas Land a n d Cattle Com 
pany of Los Angeles. 
He left for 
an inspection of t h e cattle ranch 
es west of here a n d has not been 
heard from since. 
Mexicans here 
whisper of a feud 
existing be 
tween the P alo m as cowboys aud 
Jose Ynez S alazar’s band of o u t­ 
laws. 
Salazar w as killed at th e 
headquarters ranch of tho P alo­ 
mas Company. 
T h a t was where 
Kingsberry disappeared a year la­ 
ter. 
F or months 
t h e 
body of an 
American .swayed in the wind sus­ 
pended from a telegraph pole at 
Hancheria, south of here. He was
